He Itas already, indi- 
rectly, sent emissaries to report on the 
condition of affairs on the island, but he is 
not yet satisfied. He wants the opinion of 
aman in whose judgment he has conii- 
deace, and it is not improbable that he will 
send General Schofield to Havana privately. 
Certainly he expects to send some one other 
than those there now, and who have been 
there, and until he gets all the information 
he wants he will not act. 

He May Write a Special Message.

The postoffice appropriation bill was 
taken up, the pending question being the 
proposition as to compensation of clerks 
at postal stations and sub-stations. The

There was a good deal of politics in the 
proposition and a-lively debate resulted, 


Mr. Vilas Explains. 

Mr. Vilas, democrat, of Wisconsin, made 
an explanation of the points at issue. He 
sa'd that the proposition was a very sim- 
ple one, It was a mere provision, that 
the postmasters who should be payable 
out of the appropriation for postmasters’ 
Salaries might be paid out of the appro- 
priation for clerks when the offices of 
such postmasters were discontinued and 
incorporated with some other offices. Mr. 
Vilas said the advantages of the postal 
consolidation system were so obvious that 
ho opposition would have been made to it 
had not the senator front Maryland, Mr. 
Gorman, uncorked the bottle, and let out 
the genius of opposition to civil service 
reform. 

“And,” he added, “civil service advance- 
ment in this country owes its success to 
the man now at the head of this govern- 
ment. Without his firm, steady, unflinch- 
ing and honest devotion to it, there would 
have been, in my judgment, for a long pe- 
riod of time, no great and substantial gain 
in the development of the cause of civil 
Service reform.”’ ‘ 

Mr. Allen, populist, of Nebraska, chal- 
lenged Mr. Vilas to point out any benefits 
derived from civil service reform. 

“If nothing else had heen gained,’ Mr. 
Vilas replied, “than the decency and 
cleanliness of political conduct on a change 
of administration, that would have been 
enough to make civil service reform a 
Ereat triumph. This is, however, but. a 
Single circumstance of gain. The relief 
that has been afforded to senators and 
representatives is of itself a system of 
Kreat consequence. No one would propose 
the repeal of that beneficent system,’’ 


Didn’t Hear Anything New. 

Mr. Allen said that he had listened to th 
Senator from Wisconsin in the hope cal hae 
would point out something that had been 
accomplished under the so-called civil ser- 
vice reform; but the senator had only de. 
livered -a Fourth of July oration on the 
beauties, if not the holiness, of civil ser- 
vice reform _without even undertaking to 
point out an instance in which it had bet- 
tered the public service. He went on to 
point out the absurdities of many of the 
questions that might be put to postoffice 
applicants by the civil service’ examiners, 
and asked what earthly bearing such ques- 
tions had on the fitness of somebody to 
run a iittlhe fourth-class postoffice in a 
village fifteen or twenty miles from a 
large town. Said he: 

“The rar and file of the people, many 
of whom had done service for the country 
in its bours of peril, were to be set aside, 
ignored and practically disfranchised by 
the adoptioa of such “silly and nonsensical 
rule3;”” and by tha# means the people were 
to be isolaiedl from their own postofhce.”’ 

In the course of a colloquy between Sen- 
ators Allen, Hoar, republican, of Massca- 
chusetts, and Vilas, democrat, of Wiscon- 
sin, on the subject of civil service, Mr. 
Heaec referred to Theodore Rooseyeli as 
having been a bold, courageous, intelli- 
gent and most efficient administrator of 
the civil service law. The three men who 
deserved mcst credit for the adminisiration 
of that law were, he said, Senator Hawley, 
Dorman BE. Eaton and Mr. Roosevelt. He 
Gid not think that Mr. Cleveland, who 
had done a great many good things, de- 
served to be written up very high on inat 
score. 

Wolcott Gets After Smith. 

Mr. Woleott, republican, of Colorado, 
made un earnest civil service speech, ia 
which ae said that ne did net agree whith 
Senator Gorman that the corner grocery 
Was the corner stone of the republic. He 
did agree with that senator, however, in 
denouncing the habit of cabinet oflicers 
making speeches ail over the country, He 


himself had had a great mind to call the 


attention of the country to that abuse on 
the part of the cabinet officisls of the 
present administration. ‘Ihe last cabinet 
had heard of doing it was ‘“‘barn- 
stalking down in Georgia in favor of gold 
monometallism.’’ He should have called 
utitention to it earlier had it not been for 
the fact that that official was beiter away 
than at Washington, so far as his public 
duties were concerned and bis performance 
of them.” 

“Is the point you make,” Mr. Hill asked, 
“that a cabinet offictal has no right to make 
these spevches throughout the country to 
the negtect of his duties: or is it that he 
has no right to make political speeches at 
a 

“Tf take it,” Mr. Wolcott replied, ‘‘ihat 
he has no right to make speeches to the 
negiect of his duties.” 

“That is,’ said Mr. Hill, 
your criticism?’ 

“*At this time,” replied Mr. Wolcott. 

Mr. Hill suggested that it had been the 
custom, heretofore, for Cabinet officials 
to make political speeches, and that was 
ulso the custom cf English stutesmen, like 
Gladstone, Salisbury and others. 

It’s Quite Different, You See. 

Mr. Woleott, In reply to that 
said that these statesmen were aiso men)- 
bers of the British parliament and, there- 
fore, Were entitleag to make speeches in 
reblic, justifying their action. Theretore, 
the analogy did net lie. He commenied 
upon the neglect of tlhe secretary 
interior to cvrry out the acts cf rress 
in regard to the lands of the Unecorn angre 
Indian reservatron ti Utah, and iii re zard 
to Pacitic railroau lands, and asa that 
the sécrefary mighi just as well be making 
stump speeches in Georgia as sitting iis aus 
execulive oflice.

adaued, “the arguments 
whieh the secretary of the intericr was un- 
loading to the public in Georgia were niak- 
ing converts by the score to the cause of 
bimetallism. But the v: ‘rv lack of attention 
to public duties which might characterize 
those cabinet officials was an udaditional 
reason why the power of making uppoint- 
ments should be taken from them.”’ 

Mr. Stewart, populist, of Nevada, argued 
against civil service reformsas having a 
teundeney to replace simple democracy with 
a consolidated despotism. 

Mr. Allen, in charge of the bill, after 
remarking that the question of Civil service 
reform had nothing more to do with the 
pending question than it had to do with the 
War in Cuba, moved to luy Mr. Wolcott's 
ameadment on ihe table.

Mr. Woicott)s amendment, which 
thus defeated, was a provision that when- 
ever a postoffice is censolidated with an- 
other postotlice so as to make it a station 
or substation, the salery of the superin- 
tendent or clerk may be paid out of the 
appropriation for clerks.

Chicago, 11]., April 7.—In the elections 
today for town officers and aldermen, the 
republicans carried all of the seven towns 
by majorities ranging from one to four 
thousand. 

The campaign for aldermen wes not 
Strictly on party lines, being more of an 
effort on the part of the reputable citizens, 
regardless of politics, to oust the clique 
Which has controlled the council. 

Of the thirty-four aldermen elected to- 
day only eight are men whe were opposed 
by the municipal voters’ league, The re- 


wMaining twenty-six may be said to fairly 


fepresent the respectable clement. 

Of the old couneil gang the follewing 
twelve were up for election: John Coughlin, 
“hgples Martin, Fred Rhode, E. W. Stan- 
wood, Michael Ryan, M. M. O’Connr, Wil- 
liam J. Mahoney, John Powers, John ff. 
Celvin, Daniel Ackerman, Robert Mulcahy, 
and Cyrus Howell. Of these Coughlin, Mar- 
tin, Powers, Ackerman, Mulcahy and 
Howell will return to the council. These 
six will still have company in the council 
chamber, as out of the thirty-four present 
aldermen whose terms do not expire until 
next year are a number of aileged ‘“‘bood- 
lers.” 

The Boodlers Crippled. 

The election today will severely cripple 
them, but yet will leave them with a ma- 
jority of two or three in the council. , 

lieretofore they have had a two-thirds 
majaritvy, which enabled them to pass at 
will. ordinances over the mayor's veto, 
This they can no longer do.

A Leg for a Vote. 

The most serious outbreak occurred in 
the levee district, near the polling place 
of 4) Dearborn street. Joseph 
Crogan, a clerk for the Chicago and East- 
ern Lllinois railroad, who Was not in any 
vay connected with the rioters, was shot 
in the leg and the bones were so shattered 
that amputation may be necessarv. He 
was going to his ofiice when a yang of 
eplored and white men engaged in a tight 
and half a thousand of the same class of 
men were quickly on the spot. An unknown 
colored man drew a revolver and fired six 
hullets into the mob, one of them striking 
Crogan, who fell to the sidewalk. The 
fighters and the man who used the gun 
were pursued by officers but all escaped. 


Fists and Revolvers Here. 

At the same place the factions working 
for ‘“‘Bathhouse”’ John Coughlin, the pres- 
ent aldermap, and George H. Williams, his 
opvonent, came in conflict with fists and 
revolvers, one man receiving several stun- 
ning blows with a weapon. A riot cali was 
turned in bv the oflicers on duty and 
numerous arrests were made. 

Close upon this disturbance came anoth- 
er in the same part of the ward. Co) Van 
Praag. a deputy United States marshal, 
who is a character in the ward, was at- 
tacked by a gang of Coughlin heelers and 
a Williams erowd rushed to the rescue, 
precipitating a free fight in which shots 
were fired. No one was hit and the police 
captured two of the shooters. 

First Blood for Coughlin. 

The first blood; shed was just efter the 
onening of the polls at 192 Washington 
street, first Ward. William Martin, a 
Williams worker, shot William Hickey, a 
Cougalin man, in the arm and the trouble 
led to a small riot. The police arrested 
Hickey and a gang of imported sluggerrs 
tried to rescue him. The prisoner was be- 
ing taken away when a riot call brought 
a force of detectives from the city hall 
and the mob was beaten _back,

MONEY FOR THE FARMERS. 


The Agricultural Appropriation Bill 
Has Been Agrced Upon. 

Washington, April 7.—The conferees on 
the agricultural appropriation ‘bill for wie 
coming ftiscal year reached an agreement 
today. As passed by the house the bill 
carried $3,215,302. The senaie tiereased this 
amount by $118,200. The senate conferees 
negreéed to recede from amendments carry- 
ing $78,120, leaving- the bill as agreed to, 
appropriating $2,302,792, or about $1,‘%” less 
than the amount for the current fiscal 
year. The items of $13,720 for the division 
of seed, and $65,000 for the pnblication of 
the report on dairy farming are the most 
impertant of those stricken from the bill in 
confe rence.

A CLEVER ADVANCE IT IS. 


Prices for Steel Billets Have Increased 
‘in the Pittsburg District. 
Pittsburg, April 7.—It was reliably stated 
today that the following prices for steel 
billets in the Pittsburg district have been 
definitely agreed upon by the new combina- 
tion: Soft steel billets, four inches and 
upwards, $20.25: sheet bars, $22.25; tin plate 
bars, washed and cut, $22.75—all de!ivered 
at buyers’ bill. This is an advance of

The Joint Debate at Newnan Yesterday 
Passed Off Serenely. 


BOTH SPEAKERS APPLAUDED 


Judge Crisp’s Argument Created the 


Most Enthusiasm. 
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COWETA COUNTY FAVORS FREE COINAGE 


The Sentiment in Coweta County Is 
Strong for Silver—Nearly 4,000 
People Heard the Debate. 


— 


Newnan, Ga., April 7.—(Special Staff Cor- 
respondence.)—Instead of losing his tem- 
per in the joint debate at Newnan yester- 
day, a3 those who heard him at the taber- 
nacle last week feared he might do, Sec- 
retary Smith preserved the composure of a 
Statesman while replying to the speech of 
Judge Crisp, ard those who expected to 
see a violent eruption were disappointed. 

Both speakers preserved the genial good 
humor peculiar to each of them. No rhet- 
Orica] flings were made and the rules of 
courtesy were rigidly observed. Bcth speak- 


_€rs were given a respectiul hearing and the 


audiénce was one-of the largest that ever 
assembled in Coweta county. 

Judge Crisp, however, received the lion's 
share of enthusiasm. Long before he en- 
tered the warehouse in which the speaking 
occurred, it was evident that his friends 
were in the majority. The ratio of his 
supporters, according to various estimates, 
was somewhere in the ne‘ghborhood of ten 
to one. Goldbugs were scarce on the 
streets, only a small number making them- 
selves conspicuous. 

The little town of Newnan put on her 
best smiles of greeting and made it pleas- 
ant for both speakers. The warehouse 
near the railroad was fitted up for the de- 
bate and provided with a platform large 
enough to accommodate a hupdred chairs. 
The national flag was spread out as a sort 
of canopy over this platform. 

Nearly 4,000 people heard the 
These included delegations from West-Point, 
LaGrange, Fairburn, Palmetto and other 
towns along the road. Farmers and coun- 
try merchants from all the surrounJing 
districts were likewise on hand. The day 
was perfect, both underneath and over- 
head, and there was nothing to’ prevent a 
general outpouring of the people to hear 
the debate between these two distinguished 


Georgians. 

yovernor Atkinson arrived on the scene 
about 10 o'clock and was requested to intro- 
duce the speakers. Gongrese#man Jlases 
was likewise on hand circulating among 
his friends of the fourth district. 

Both speeches were regarded as strong 
efforts. The line of argrement, with occa- 
sional variations, was the same as. here- 
tofore. Judge Crisp made a statement. in 
regard’ to his position on the silvér ques- 
tion while speaker of the house of rep- 
resentatives, showing that his course had 
been consistent.

Governor Atkinson Presides. 

Promptly on the hour Governor Atkin- 
son, amid the cheers of his home people, 
arose and said: 

“My Fellow Citizens: I am charged with 
the duty of appearing before this audi- 
ence of my friends, insiructed by the man- 
agers of this joint debate not to make a 
speech. This is the tirst time I have ever 
appeared before a crowded audience gagged. 
(Laughter and applause.) We have with us 
today two distinguished citizens of Geor- 
gia. I will enjoy listening to the splendid 
arguments which they will make and I 
can say as much for you. But a greater 
pleasure to me than even this is the priv- 
ilege of mingling with my fellow citizens, 
for I am still one of you.” 

In the applause which followed this re- 
mark, a loud voice exclaimed: ‘“‘You are 
one of the boys.’’ 

“Yes,’’ said the governor, “I am one of 
the boys and I wish I could shake you by 
the hands. But I must proceed to business. 
According to the rules agreed upon, the 
first speaker will consume one hour and 
ten minutes. The next speaker will occupy 
one hour and thirty minutes, and the first 
speaker will have twenty minutes in which 
to reply. 1 take great pleasure in present- 
ing to you the first speaker, Judge Charles 
I’, Crisp.”’ 

Free Silver’s Ovation. 

As Judge Crisp arose from his chair and 
laii aside his heavy overcoat, he was 
greeted with deafening applausegin which 
shouts of “Crisp’ blended in wild confu- 
sion with cries of ‘“‘Free silver.” As soon 
as the tumult subsiced Judge Crisp be- 
gan: 

‘Ladies and Fellow Citizens—it affords 
me infinite pleasure to have this privilege 
of meeting so large a rumber of the eciti- 
zens of Coweta county and surrounding 
districts and of taking counsel with you in 
regard to cxisting firancial conditions, 


speeches. 


“Brother Smith and I are both democrats, 


both believe in the prirciples of the party 
and in the euccess of these principles as 
the only means of securing the rights and 
liberties of the people. We*differ, how- 
ever, on a question to be submitted to the 
people next June and that is the money 
question.”’ (Applause.) 
“Don’t Lose Your Temper.” 

‘In discussing our respective views 
Brother Smith and f will differ end per- 
haps with great earnestness, but we do 
not intend to quarrel. In a grave dehate of 
this kind it is a matter of the utmost im- 
portanee to preserve a smooth temper. 
When a man loscs his temper he can’t do 
bis cause justice. 'm not going to lease 
mine. 1 trust Brother Smith will not lose 
his. (Laugnter.) 

“Pardon a few words of a personal char- 
acter suggested by friends who reside 
among you. I am here not only as a fel- 
low citizen, but as a candidate for the 
high and honorable position of United 
States senator. (Loud applause and cries 
of “You'll get-it, too.) This is the lest 
opportunity which I will have of meeting 
you again before the 6th of June, I am 
giad to know that you have f2ilen into 
line and that Coweta will be one of the 
counties to act on that day.

Misapprehensions Removed,

Dur- 
ing my first term of office a motion was 
made to lay a silver bill, then pending in 
the house, on the table. I cast my deciding 
vote in the negative and the motion to table 
the bill was lost.’ (Applause,) 

Referring to his appoi:tment of commit- 
tees, Judge Crisp stated that a ma jority 
of his appointees on the financial eummit-, 
tee were free silver men. One man, bow- 
ever, who had spoken for free silver and 
voted for free silver afterwards changed 
his mind. 


Some People Change About. 

“However,’’ continued the speaker, “I am 
not responsible fcr this change of mind. In 
these days it is not a rare thing fgr a man 
to change lis views, (Lavghter.) A man 
may fool you once by changing his views, 
but you mustn't ket him fool ycu again ” 

Having made these opening observations 
Judge Crisp commenced his argument in 
behalf of the free and unlimited coinage of 
Silver. He referred to the bimetallic sys- 
tem which existed in 1873 by which it was’ 
lawful to carry gold and silver to the mint 
and have the metals coined into money at 
a ratio fixed by law and to use this money 
in the final payment of debts. 

“Any system which discriminates against 
either metal,” said he, “is not bimetallism.” 
Judge Crisp then went on to show how this 
System was changed by a republican cen, 
gress, characterizing the demonetization of 
silver as a conspiracy which was conceived 
and carried out in fraud and one which 
practiced a deception not only upon the 
masses of the people, but upon their rep- 
resentatives in congress, who were ignorant 
of the measure for which they were voting. 
As the result of this change paper money 
was issued, not. however, on a paper stand- 
ard, but on a bimetallic standard, the pa- 
per being redeemable in coin. The meas- 
ure was not the paper, but what the paper 
represented. 

Tn exnlaining the effect of this legislation 
Judge Crisp gave a definition of money as 
heretofore outi ned in other debates. At the 
time of the demonetization of silver there 
Was about $7,000,060,000 worth of metal in 
existence, including both gold and silver, 
coined and bullion. The property of the 
world had to be measured by the quantity 
of money in the world, andin this way a 
scale of values was agreed upon. Showing 
how prices had decreased since the demon- 
etization of silver Judge Crisp explained 
that money was influenced by supply and 
derand, just as the price of cotton is. 
“Suppose,” said he, ‘that you had been 
owing a debt of $100 for five years... You 
could have satisfied that debt five years 
ago with two bales of cotton; today it wll 
require three bales of cotion to cancel the 
same debt.: The reason is. the supply of 
money has been reduced and the demand 
has correspondingly increased. 
Our gold friends ridicule the idea,” said 
Judge Crisp, “that gold has appreciated. 
My friend will tell you that a gold dollar 
is just the same now as it was before. 
But doesn’t that dollar require more hu- 
man toil? The gold standard has reduced 
the money of the world and with it prices 
have fallen. For this reason the farmer 
gets little for his labor and the producer is 
made to suffer’ (Applause.) 

Judge Crisp explained at some length the 
manner in which the gold standard had 
served to bring about @ iimitation of the 
money supplv, and that from a contraction 
of the currency in this way had come the 
manifold evils from whith the country had 
suffered since 1873. ' 

A Remedy Suggested. 

“l have a remedy for these existing 
eviis,”” said Judge Crisp. “I don’t know 
whether my fricnd Smith has one or not. 
{ have heard him already in two debates, 
but never yet has he suggested a remedy.” 
(Laughter and applause.) 

Judge Crisp argued that greenbacks, 
Sherman notes and the like, instead of be- 
ing paid in gold, should be paid in either 
gold or silver at the convenience of the gov- 
ernment; that since this paper money was 
redeemable in coin, either could be used 
in payment, as the government might see 
proper, and the holcer of the money could 
not refuse to accept the tender. He failed 
to see how the government's credit would 
be impaired by substituting silver for gold, 
since both were legal tender, and both good 
money. 

“This is what the people want,” said 
Judge Crisp, ‘‘but it’s popular for some men 
to differ with the people. It looks as if 
they understood the question better than 
the people do.” 

Judge Crisp referred to the speech de- 
livered by Mr. Smith in Atlanta a year and 
a half ago and ridiculed him for the in- 
stent position which he took in de- 


consis 
claring himself in favor of the free coinage 


of silver. 

“My Brother Smith, in hig Augusta 
speech,” said Mr. Crisp, “decleaved again 
that he was in favor of bimetallism on 
the idea that silver would be artificially 
sustained on a gold basis. I wish he would 
tell you how silver money sustained in this 
way would do any petter than paper 
money. Paper doesn't cost anything at 
all.’ After reading an extract from Mr. 
Smith’s Atlanta speech, delivered in 1894, 
Judge Crisp continued: 

“Sometimes a Man can get a place by 
being a goldbug. I do not refer to places 
secured by the suffrages of the people.” 

Judge Crisp ridiculed the idea of inter- 
national bimetallism. 

“It's onty a subterfuge,” said he, “and 
the man who talks about it gives away his 
case. These men talk about the. financial 
independence of the United States and yet 
fall gown and -worship Great Britain.’ 
Judge Crisp characterized the opponents 
of free silver as followers of John Sher- 
man, 

The speaker referred to the encless pro- 
cess of redeeming treasury notes and 
putting them, back again into circulation. 
This could be stopped by the 
silver. Referring to the issue of $590,000,- 
ooo bonds in time of peace, Judge Crisp 
said: . 

“Why this demand for gold when there 
is silver in the treasury? Why not coin 
the silver bullion? Silver has come down 
to us through the ages just as gold has 
done.” 

Judge Crisp ended his speech by urging 
his hearers to plant themselyes upon the 
platform of free coinage. Loud. and pro- 
longed applause greeted the closing words 
of the speaker and the warehouse trembled 
under the tumultuous applause. 

Secretary Smith’s Reply. 

As soon as order was restored Governor 
Atkinson advanueed to the front of the 
platform and said: 

“ft now have the pleasure of presenting to 
you Hon. Hoke Smith, the secretary of 
the interior.” 

Mr. Smith was greeted with hearty ap- 
plause as he stood up in the presence of 
the vast audience. 

“It gives me pleasure,” said he, “‘to face 
this large audience of the people of this 
section and to be presented by your own 
distinguished son, our honored governor, 
J trust that no words shall be spoken in 
this debate to the detriment of that grand 
old party to which we both belong and at 
the head of which,” said he, turning to 
the governor, “as the chairman of the 
state committee vou led us to victory 
four years ago. (Applause). 

“Judge Crisp says that he is a bimetal- 
list and that I am opposed to bimetallism. 
On the contrary, ! believe in wold and gil- 
ver and I advocate the system which wild 
give us the largest use of both. I deny that 
the ratio of 16 to 1 will give a bimetallic 
system. If it contracts the currency it’s

Two Lists of Delegates—One Faction 
Bolted the Convention—A Reg- 
ular Circus. 


Savannah, Ga.; April 7.—(Spe-cial.)—Tae 
republican convention of the first con- 
gressional district met at Guyton, in El- 
firgham county, today and elected two 
sets of delegates to the national convention 
representing the two factions in Chatham 
county, with side issues in Burke and 
Bulloch counties. 

The fight seems to be for the control of 
the patronage in Chatham county. 

The convention was called to order by 
I.. M. Pleasant, of Chatham, chairman 
of the executive commiitee, who handed 
the secretary, S. B. Moore, a list of dele- 
gates to be read. Moore, who belonged to 
the other faction, by a little sleight of hand 
substituted another list and began to read. 

Here the row began to brew and for 
three or -four hours there was the worst 
sort of a rough and tumble scramble—a 
baitle of words and chairs and clubs. 
There were fontesting delegates from 
Chatham, Burke and Bulloch counties. 

Pleasant refused to entertain a motion 
to recognize the contesting delegates and 
even denied their right to contest aft all, 
and after declaring the election of his dele- 
gates adjourned the convention. The Doyle 
faction, headed hy Captain M. J. Doyle, of 
this citv, appealed from his ruling refus- 
ing to entertain this motion and claimed 
that the house reversed the decision of the 
chair. 

After Pleasant and his faction had fin- 
ished business, J. R. Delegall was elected 
permanent chairman of the Doyle conven- 
tion and S. PB. Morse and M. J. Doyle, 
of Chatham, were elected delegates to the 
St. Louis convention, with P. E. Majors, 
of Burke. and F. R. Sims, of Liberty, as 
alternates. 

The Doyle faction claimed to have twen- 
ty-six out of the twenty-eight delegates to 
the convention. Pleasan, on the other 
hand, claimed eighteen ‘of the twenty- 


eight. 


At the Dovle convention J. R. Delegall 
was finally elected permanent chairman of 
the district executive committee 

Ringing resolutions were passed indors- 
ing McKinley, bur they were torn up in 
the melee and no copy could be obtained.

The Old Line » Republicans of South 
Carolina Meet and So Declare. 


Columbia, S. C.,. April 7.--The Webster, or 
old-line faction of the republican party, met 
in convention here today at 2 o'clock. ‘rhere 
were about a dozen of the 124 membcrs 
white men. After a heated discussion, res- 
olutions indorsing McKinley were adopted 
by a large majority. 

W. D: Crum, George T. Johnston, E. A. 
Webster and Robert Smalis were elected 
delegates to the St. Louis convention. This 
was the financial plark in the platform: 

“We stand with our party in the reitera- 
tion of its demands for ‘both gold and sil- 
ver as standard money.’ We believe that

“Your representatives in Washington do 
not all come from Massachusetts and New 
York,’ said ‘Mr. Smith. ‘‘Four members of 
the cabinet are from the south and none 
of us have ever seen a bond. Speaking as 
a southern man, I see nothing but ruin in 
the scheme advocated by Judge Crisp.” 

Not Followers of Sherman. 

Repudiating the charge that those op- 
posed to the free coinage of silver were 
followers of Sherman, Mr. Smith said: 

“The best speech ever made against 
the free coinage of sHver was -made by 
Ben Hill in 1877. I follow in the footsteps 
of such men as Ben Hell, L. Q. C. Lamar, 
Thomas Jefferson, Andrew Jackson and 
Grover Cleveland.”’ 

After making a vigorous defense of the 
administration Mr. Smith declared that 
what wes needed most at this time was 
more confidence. He favored the plan of 
Mr. Carlisie in 184, for which every Geor- 
gian had voted. and urged the nomination 
of a man for president who was opposed 
to free coinage. 

Mr. Smith closed his speech by referring 
talenis of Judge Crisp and the 
humorous reply which he would doubtless 
make in the twenty minutes which were 
alloited to him. The speech of the sec- 
retary Was greeted wiih a prolonged echo 
of applause. 

Juage Crisp’s Rejoinder. 

‘The cheering was lcudly renewed when 
Judge Crisp arose to reply. “Some men,” 
said he, ‘‘never know what talents they 
have until they get that information from 
other people. [ have been in congress four- 
teen years and I| do not believe that 
Brother Smith can prove what he says by 
any of my associates in that body. Though 
J] am“hot a humorist, I have a keen sense 
of the ridiculous, and that sense has been 
fully aroused by the arguments of my 
Brother Smith. (Laughter.) 

“This is not a one man government, as 
Mr. Smith would lead you to believe. 
Back of the good results which he ascribes 
to the administration is the strong arm of 
the democratic party.”’ 

Referring to the fact that Mr. Cleveland 
had appointed four southern men to posi- 
tions in the cabinet, Judge Crisp called ai- 
tention to the fact that a confederate sol- 
dier had also been elected twice as speaker 
of the national house of representatives. 
He said that out of the four members of 
the cabinet three had voted for silver and 
Smith.had talked for it. 

“When -a man puts himself up as a 
teacher,’ said Judge Crisp, “it is proper to 
ask where he got his information. in 1890 
Brother Smith was in favor of free silver 
and retiring bonds. In 1894 he had moyed a 
step. In 1896 he advocates a guid standard 
and in 1898 the Lord only knows whére he 
will be.’’ (Loud laughter and applause.) 
“I prefer to follow in the footsteps of 
the fathers. 

“Brother Smith nas given you a remedy, 
but that is not the one. His remedy is to 
issue bonds. He Knows he can’t stay in 
the cabinet and repudiate the views of his 
chief.”’ (Applause.) 

As soon as Judge Crisp concluded his re- 
ply there was a rush to the platform and 
the sneakers were soon surrounded by 
their admiring friends, who flooded them 
with a shower of cchnvatulationd, 

In the afternoon Judge Crisp, at the 
Commercial house, and Mr. Smith, at the 
Virginia hotel, were waited upon by their 
numerous friends and the various political 
yarns were spun. At 5:54 o’clock the north- 
bound train reached Newnan and the 
sladiators, after a hard fight but a good 
dinner, started for Atianta.

COTTON MILL PLANT IN RUINS

Property of the Eden Cotton Mills Dis- 
covered Ablaze and It Burned 
to the Ground.

The Eden Park cotton mills at Douglas- 
ville burned to the ground at midnight last 
night. The plant is a total Joss. 


The splendid new mill plant was discov- | 


ered afire shortly after 11 o’clock and with- 
in an hour.it was in ruins. The blaze 
of destruction had no opposition and the 
people of Douglasville watched the march 
of the fre until the last part of the 
structure gave way. 


The mill was practically a new one. It 


was built only a few months ago, and it 
wus the pride of the littie city west of 


Atlanta. 
ated and over 100 employes secured work 


ai the mills. 


The mills were owned by the Eden Park 


Cotton Mills Conrpany, of which Mr. Si- 
mon Baer is president. Mr. Joe W. James, 


United States attorney for this district, | 


is secretary and treasurer of the company, 
and Mr. A. McDonald is superintendent. 
Mr. Baer resides at the Hotel Marion, in 
thts city. 

The mill plant cost about $135,000 origi- 
nally and it is almost new, as stated. The 
loss by fire is very large. The insurance 
figures could not be secured this morning 
when Mr. Baer was seen at his room at 
the Marion, ai 1 o’clock. Hea said that 
Mr. James had charge of the insurance 
matters and that he did not know what 
‘mount was carried on the plant. 

The origin of the fire is not Known. 
Some one discovered the buildings afire and 
gave the alarm. The quiet little town 
was soon astir and in a few minutes the 
entire population had left their homtes and 
gathered in the vicinity of the mills. Noth- 
ing could be done to savq the property and 
the citizens were compelled to watch the 
destruction of the blaze while helpless. 
There are no fire-fighting facilities at 
Douglasville. 

Only a short time ago the mill company 
decided to put in a iarge number of extra 
spindles. When the mills began work it 
was found that the demand for the goods 
was larger than the output and the mana- 
gers of the company decided to enlarge 
the plant. Several hundred new spindles 
were ordered and placed and t&e piant 
was about to begin to do a very large busi- 
ness. 

The news that the plant was being de- 
stroyed by fire was telephoned to The Con- 
stitution by its Douglasville correspondent, 
who stated that the greatest excitement 
prevailed. The people were running 
about the mills, watching the work of the 
flames and attempting to save adjacent 
buildings. 

Mr. Baer was notified of thg fire at the 
Marion. He was seen by @ representative 
of The Constitution this morning, and 
when asked about the plint he said that 
it was a splendid ptece «f property. He 
said that he, of course, knew nothing of 
the fire and could give lo estinfate of the 
loss. He said that the insurance papers

Fire Spreading.

QUEER, WORK K IN, DEKALB. 


The Ghaitiiidtie’ Takes Action Which Is 
Criticised by Many Democrats. 


The DeKalb county committee met at 
Decatur and after a session which is said 
to have been breezy, the chairtnaan an- 
nounced ‘hat the committee had decided to 
call a mass meeting for the first Tues- 
day in June. 

But another mass meeting will be held, 
and it also is the result of the commit- 
tee’s action. 

This meeting, which is fixed for April 
18th, will be in the nature of a protest 
against some of the acts of the committee. 

And judging by the stories told by some 
democrats who were present, this action 
Was peculiar, to say the least of it. 

When the committee was called to or- 
der bv Dr. Goss, the chairman, it was 
found that there Was present, in person 
and by proxy, a good majority of the com- 
mittee. 

Several of these proxies were admitted, 
but the chairman drew the line at others. 

It is this discrimination which has caused 
the criticisms of the «hairman and those of 
the committee who indorsed his ruling. 

The men who hela proxies and were ad- 
mitted voted on the same side as the 
chairman; those who were ruled out would 
have voted against him. 

The reason given by Chairman Goss was 
that it had been *he committee’s position 
\ in the past that a proxy must be held by 
a person residing in the militia district of 
the member who gave the proxy. 

Many of DeKalb’s strong democrats take 
exception to this ruling. They declare that 
it has no precedent in DeKalb, nor in the 
state. They cite the frequent instances 
where members of the state executive com- 
mittee have given their proxies to gentle- 
men residing in other congressional] districts 
and that these proxies have always been 
recognized. 

The sentiment of the majority of the 
committee was to follow the instructions 
of the state committee as to a primary 
on June 6th, and also to indorse the sug- 
gestion that the people express at the 
primary their choice for United States 
senator. 

But after eliminating these proxies which 
had been placed under ban, there were 
nine members present and five of these 
voted for a mass meeting to be held the 
first Tuesday in June, which is June 2nd. 
That is but four days before the date set 
by the state committee for the primaries.

Columbus Loses One of Its Leading 
Citizens.

passing away of one of Columfbus’s most 
prominent and highly respected citizens.

The Committee Takes Action Which Is 
Criticised by Many Democrats. 

The DeKalb county committee met at 
Decatur and after a session which is said 
to have been breezy, the chairtmaan an- 
nounced ‘hat the committee had decided to 
call a mass meeting for the first Tues- 
day in June. 

But another mass meeting will be held, 
and it also is the result of the commit- 
tee’s action.

It is this discrimination which has caused 
the criticisms of the«hairman and those of 
the committee who indorsed his rujing. 

The men who held proxies and were ad- 
mitted voted on the same side as the 
chairman; those who were ruled out would 
have voted against him. 

The reason given by Chairman Goss was 
that it had been *he committee's position 


| in the past that a proxy must be held by 


a person residing in the militia district of 
ive member who gave the proxy. 

Many of DeKalb’s strong democrats take 
exception to this ruling. They declare that 
it has no precedent in DeKalb, nor in the 
state. They cite the frequent instances 
where members of the state executive com- 
mittee have given their proxies to gentle-

and that these proxies have always been 
recognized.

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DEATH OF W. A. SWIFT. 


Columbus Loses One of Its Leading 
: Citizens. 
Columbus Ga., April 7.—(Special.)—The 


city is shrouded in sadness today over the | 


passing away of one of Columfbus’s most 
prominent and highly respected citizens. 
At 12:15 o’clock this morning the death 
of Mr. William A. Swift occurred -at his 
residence, on First avenue, after a brief 
illness of two days, of peritonitis.

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Justice to the Dead. 

Secretary Smith bas been quoting 
from a speech made by Hon. Benjamin 
H. Hill in opposition to the free coin- 
age of silver. ‘The quotation used. by 
Secretary Smith does rank injustice to 
Mr. Hill among those who do not re- 
member his attitude at that time. 

While it is true that Mr. Hill opposed 
the free coinage of silver. nevertheless. 
we are convinced that his attitude as 
expressed in the very speech from which 
the secretary quotes would have brought 


“him into line with the democratic party - 
on this question if he could have lived 


to see how the whole programme of sil- 
ver demonetivation Pna curreneyvy con- 
traction has been carried out for the 
sole benefit of the bondholders—the very 
element whose pretersions he denownced 
in the speech. - : 

In this country, the whole scheme of 


silver, demonetization and currency con- 


traction has had for iis object the en- 
hagcement of thé value of ‘the securities 
in the hands of the bondholders. Wheth- 
er Mr. Hill saw this fact at the time. we 
do not know; but he would have seen 
it if his life had been spared. and to- 
day he woukl bave been found, as he 
was always found when the emergen- 
ey arose, battling in behalf of the in- 
terests of the peaple. 

The truth is that even in the speech 
from which the secretary quotes, Mr. 
Hill demonsiraies that he was as far

quotes Michel Chevalier, a French bank- 
er, who wrote a book in favor of the 
demonetization of gold at a time when 
the products of the mines of California 
were coming in to relieve the money 
famine that had been experienced prior 
to 1850. He tries to prove from Cheva- 
lier’s statements that there was a varia- 
tion in the value of the two metals as 
the result of the gold discoveries. 

All this is very well as far as it goes, 
but why doesn’t Secretary Smith inform 
his Georgia audiences why Chevalier 
wrote his book, So that they might get 
at the man's point of view? The reason 
is plain. Chevalier was a banker and 
he was opposed to the rise in prices con- 
sequent upon the large additions that 
California and Australia were making 
to the available supply of that metal. 
Chevalier cried out then, as the bond- 
holders now ery, for “sound” money. 
for an “honest” dollar. Gold was com- 
ing into the markets in large quantities, 
and Chevalier demanded that’ the 
French bonds be paid in silver. To make 
that more effectual, he also demanded 
the demonetization of silver. He de- 
Clared that silver had always been the 
money of France, and that when people 
bought bonds of the government they 
supposed they were buying bonds paya- 
ble in silver. This is much the same 
argument that is employed by interested 
parties in this country today with re- 
spect to gold. 

Chevalier wanted gold demonctized in 
the interest of the bondbolders, and he 
tried his best to show that France had 
always been on a silver basis. But his 
scheme failed to work. The government 
refused to demonetize gold. It worked

in Germany, however, and gold was de- 
monetized.

Not by any means. He goes on: “The 
natiopal creditor’ —the bondholders—"‘is 
the characteristic tvpe of this class of 
sufferers.” He was weeping in behalf 
of the bondholding «lass. He goes on: 
“All those persons whose incomes, ex- 
pressed in monetary uniis, remain the 
same, would be injured by the change to 
tle extent of half their incomes, all 
other things being equal.” He thought 
at that time that the value of gold 
would fall ene-half—in other words, that 
prices would be doubled. but no such 
thing happened. Prices rose, and the 


.» people had a renewal of prosperity, but

Bui Chevalier didn’t know that his 
forecast would prove false. He was 
aroused in behalf of the bondholders. 
Ife weni on to say: ‘All commodities 
excepting gold.’ which he said was 
growing cheap, “and every kind of prop- 
erty excepting that of which the in- 
come is, from the present, fixed, as is 
the case with government funds, oughi 
from the moment that the monetary 
crisis is terminated, to have attained in 
a gold currency double the price which 
they are at present worth.” 

His argument was that if gold fell 
in value one-half. prices of commodities 
and property would be doubled. He ad- 
mits that gold can rise or fall in value, 
und the converse of his argument shows 
that @ rise in the vaue of gold makes it- 
self felt in the decline of property val- 
ues and prices. He admits that a de- 
cline in the value of gold would benetit 
everybody except bondholders and the 
few who have fixed incomes. Conse- 
quently 4 rise in the value of gold. such 
as this country has experienced during 
the past twenty years, hurts every in- 
terest except that of the bondholders 
and of those who have fixed incomes. 

But how was it to be with the wages 
of workingmen? Chevalier proceeds: 
“It will be the same eventually with 
the wages of labor’—ihat is to. savy. 
wages.would double if the value of gold 
declined one-half—‘‘and with all personal 
service, whether rendered in the fae- 
tory or on the farm or from the liberal 
professions.” 

Now, as Secretary Smunith regards Chev- 
alier as an authority, why should he 
not give those who gather to hear the 
financiul debate an opportunity to hear 
what the French writer savs about the 
decline in the value of gold—that is to 
say, in its purchasing power—and the 
benefits to be derived from it by the 
public at large? Let the secretary déal 
fairly with his audiences in this mat- 
ter. Chevalier was a silver monometal- 
list and he wrote his book avowedly in 
the interest of the French bondholders.

cious quarters, unsurpassed by any 
other city in the country, and ut a net 
rental which will amount to less than 
ous quarters in a building which is not 
fire-proof, and, therefore, not sate as a 
place in which to keep valuable publi 
records, it is simply a matter of busi- 
ness for the city to close the trade. 

The aldermanic board will meet

The Hoped for in Photography. 

In view of the recent developments of 
the Roentgen discovery in photography, 
the scientists of the world have turned 
their attention to the possibilities of 
photography in another line, that is, to- 
ward reproducing color in photographs. 

There have been some developments, 
but all of them are unsatisfactory, and 
so far us practical resulis go the repro- 
duction of color by photography is as 
fur off as ever. We are told that the 
Japanese urtisis are able by some pro- 
cess to discover in ag ordinary photo- 
graph the different shades of color in 
the original, and they have done some 
remarkable work in reproducing these 
colors by oils and water colors, but this 
is not by any means the desired end. 

In this age of discovery. when every- 
thing seems within close reach of us, it 
is easy to believe that photography of 
color will be brought about in a very 
short time. - It is a matter to which 
scientists and the great army of ama- 
teur photographers may with hope of 
profit turn their attention. The ama- 
teurs have already done a magnificent 
work in lifting photography from the 
plane of mere mechanism to an art, and 
if is to them we naturally look for the 
further developments Which are sure to 
ecome, The field is a large one, and here 
is the opportunity for some one to earn 
fame.

The Seaboard’s Back Step. 

When an individual is criticised for 
the manner in whieh he conducts his 
business he usually retorts that it is his 
business. It is very natural for him to 
add that he knows his own affairs bet- 
ter than any one else knows them. 

When a corporation is criticised the 
first retort does not apply, because the 
public is interested and has a right to 
complain when there is provocation. 
And as to the management of a cor- 
poration being infallible, some doubt 
may be entertained. 

A case in point is afforded by the Sea- 
board railroad company’s recent change 
in schedule on this end of its system. 
This change cuts Atlanta and the peo- 
ple who live along the road for a hun- 
dred miles to the northeast, out of a 
morning train from this city. The Sea- 
board is probably the only trunk line in 
this country which has no passenger 
train out of its chief terminal before 
midday. In the early days of railroad- 
ing, when the elder Garrett and Wadley 
and Commodore Vanderbilt were op- 
erating railroads, the passenger traffic 
was not considered to be of much im- 
portance, and it was neglected. But 
new men grew up who pursued a dif- 
ferent policy. They saw that the of- 
fended passenger would ship his freight 
by the other route. AS passenger ser- 
vice was improved the volume of freight 
increased and the revenues expanded. 

Other things being equal, this still 
holds true. The Seaboard’s present 
passenger schedule out of Atlanta is ex- 
ceedingly inconvenient to thousands 
who are its naturai patrons. Travel for 
aeeene is going bgck to the old route, 
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passengers in Athens about an hour and 
a half earlier than the Seaboard’s direct 
line. The people who live between 
Athens and Abbeville fare still worse, 
and they complain bitterly. Complaints 
from the public are usually slow to reach 
the chief executive officers of a com- 
pany, but if there is a falling off in the 
volume of freight traffic during the con- 
tinuance of the present inconvenient 
passenger schedule it can readily be ac- 
counted for. 

Up to the present tine the Se#board 
has stood high in public favor and it is 
to be hoped that the company will not 
lose the good will of the people.

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BEN HILL ON BOND PAYMENTS. 


Said They Were Clearly Payable in 


the Terms of the Contract. 

Secretary Smith quotes from a speech 
of the late Senator Benjamin H. Hill to 
justify the ftormer’s sudden conversion 
against free coinage. In the same address 
from which Senator Smith quotes, Mr. Hill 
spoke as follows: 

“There is another style of argument to 
which I wish to express my utter dissent. 
There are some who claim that under 
these laws as they exist, the bonds are 
now payable in gold alone. In my judg- 
ment that is a totally untenable position. 
It is true, [ admit, that you cannot pay 
in what was not coin; but if 
restored to the coinage, that 


moment the bonds are payable in silver 
as well as gold, because the pledge in 
the act of 1869 is not to pay in gold, is not 
to pay in silver, but to pay in coin; and 
both silver and gold are coin. So the act 
of 1870 says that this bond is redeemable 
in coin. Silver at that time was of as 
much value as gold, and the best way for 
everybody to meet this question is to meet 
it according to the facts. There is not 
a judge on earth who would not hold that 
‘coin’ in the act of 1869 and the act of 
1870 meant gold and silver. You may, by 
virtue: of your sovereign power, have a 
right to strike either from the coinage; 
but if. both are coined, then the bond is 
payable in either, and that position is the 
true one—the correct one. ‘yentiemen 
wno are anxiovs for the credit of the na- 
tion do an injustice when they charge bad 
faith upon the government simply because 
it stands to its contract. There is no bad 
faith in executing the contract. 

‘There is another thing 1 wish to say 
which has not been said. It is said, in- 
crease the weight of the silver dollar before 
you pay it to the bond holders. 

“Under the act of 1869 all bonds issued 
before that day, or which have not been 
refunded under the act of i870, are payable 
in gold or silver at whatever is the stand- 
ard value of silver and gold when the bond 
is paid. But that rule does not apply to 
the bonds that have been issued under 
the act of 1870, because that act expressly 
says they shall be redeemable in coin at 
the standard value of that day; that is, 
in silver of 4125 grains, in gold of 25.3 
grains. You cannot change that act by 
changing your coinage law. Tuat is fixed. 
You may pass by my friend’s (Mr. Baton’s) 
bill to make a silver dollar of 440 grains; 
but the bond holder is not entitled to 440 
grains. He is oniy entitled to 4i2)., be- 
cause that was the standard of value in 
1870.

Before Council.

Mr. Venable Argues His Proposition 
and Points Out Its Merits, 


WAS ACCEPTED BY A VERY CLOSE VOTE 


Council Stood Six to Seven and Mr. 
Day Wanted To Reconsider—Mat- 
ter Discussed at Length. 


After years of agitation the city council 
has at last taken the first official action 
looking to the establishment of the city 
zovernment in a new city hall. 

By a vote of seven to six the council 
vesterday afternoon accepted the propo- 
sition of Venable Bros. to erect 3 structure 
on the old capitol site to be leased to the 
city for a public hall. 

Tomorrow afternoon the aldermanic 
board will concur in the action of the coun- 
cil and the paper will then go to the hands 
of Mayor King. Only the possibility of a 
veto will defeat the project outlined in 
the proposition adopted afier two hours 
of discussion. The building which it 
agreed to erect for the purpose will be a 
magnificent and imposing structure. 

Tt was a close vote by which the matter 
passed the lower branch of the council, 
#@id it was not until the last vote was 
east that the end could be told. A murmur 
of relief spread over the chamber of the 
eouncil as the result of the vote was an- 
nounced and the body quickly adjourned. 

It is known that the aldermanie board 
is friendly to the proposition of Messrs. 
Venable Bros. and that the body will con- 
in it tomorrow afternoon. Just how 
the auestion is 
not known. He, of course, declines to ex- 
press an opinion until the matter reaches 
him. In a possible situation that might 
arise by a veto the friends of the measure 
appear to have enough votes in the coun- 
cil to carry the project over the mayor, 
two-thirds favoring the proposition, it is 
claimed. 

The representatives of the chamber of 
commerce made a hard fight to defeat the 
action taken, and they went down only 
afier one of the most interesting parlia- 
mentary battles fought in the council room 
in a long time. A delegation of citizens 
“representing the chamber appeared for 
the interests of that organization, and the 
council was urged io retain‘its general 


cur 


Mices in the building which it has occu- 


pied for many years. Streng arguments 
were made on both sides, and it was the 
settlement of a fairly debated question 
that was made. 

‘Councilmen Day, who favored the cham- 
ber of commerce offer, gave notice that 
he would move for a reconsideration of 
the action taken by the council, but a 
point of order was made against his no- 
tice, Alderman Howell suggesting that 
Mr. Day voted in the negative on the ques- 
tion, denying him the right to move for a 
reconsideration. The point was sustained 
by the chair and a possibility of a recon- 
sideration was cut off. It was a victory for 
the committee headed by Councilman In- 
man, against Mr. Day's committee. 

How They Voted. 

The full vote on the question of accept- 
ing the proposition of Messrs. Venable 
Bros. was as follows: 

Yeas—Councilmen Mayson, Maddox, 
Adefnson, Miller, Sims, Thompson, In- 
man, Total, 7. 

Nays—Councilmen Thomas, Day, Bell, 
Morris, Hutchison, Culberson. Total,,6. 

On such a question the aldermanic ard 
votes separately, and that body will act 
on the question at its regular meeting to- 
morrow afternoon. The full board, Alder- 
men Hirsch, Howell, Woodward, Colvin, 
Tolbert and Dimmock, are said to favor 
the Venable offer. 

The Debate Opens.

Mr. Hugh Inman, chairman of the com- 


mittee which reported favorably on the_ 


Venable proposition, was the first speaker. 
He advocated the acceptance of the prop- 
osition, stating that it was a fair one and 
for the best interests of the city. The city 
needed new quarters, he said, and more 
comfortable quarters. He found by inves- 
tigation that the city would secure plenty 
of reom in the Venable building without 
an additional expenditure, all things con- 
sidered. He said that the city needed a 
better city hall—one more suitable to the 
needs of such a large place. 

Mr. Inman’s report, signed by him and 
Mr. Woodward, was read, Mr. Thomas 
declining to sign it. ‘Mr. Day’s report was 
read, showing that Mr. Tolbert had de- 
clined to sign it. Neither of the two gen- 
tlemen in the minority presented reports. 

Mr. Woodson’s Speech. 

In order to get the matter before the 
council Alderman Howell moved that the 
Proposition offered by Venable Bros. be 
accepted. Mr. Day offered as a substi- 
tute that the offer of the chamber of com- 
merce be accepted. Mr. Stewart Wood- 
son, president of ihe chamber of coim- 
merce, Was the first speaker on his side 
of the question, ss 

“You have heard the offer of the cham- 
ber of commerce read,’”’ began Mr. Wood- 
son. ‘“‘We propose to give you four flours 
of this building at an annual rental vf 
only $5,500. We propose to electrically 
equip the building, put in steam heaters 
where they are not now in and place the 
building in first-class shape. We will 
operate the elevators, and for the sum 
named the city will not be put to an- 
other cent of expense That is only $500 
more than you are now paying. 

“The chamber of commerce was organ- 
ized for the good of Atlanta. It has 
worked unceasingly for the best interests 
of the city. The commercial interests of 
the section have been promoted anu the 
chamber has been of great advantage. 
We have not appropriated any money di- 
rect for the maintenance of the organiza- 
tion,as have other cities, although we have 
closely watched your imterests. The cham- 
ber is composed of the business men, the 
men who have made Atlanta. If you move 
out of this building you are going to crip- 
ple this organization badly. We are in 
Gebt and without assistance it will be im- 
possible to sustain ihe organization. There 
is a necessity for the chamber. 

They Wouldn’t Mix. 

“TT have nothing to say against the 
Messrs, Venable EBros., but I see no excuse 
for the city moving from here. I have 
heard it said that the principal object of 
those who want to accept Mr. Venable’s 
offer is in order to give the military a 
hall, Now I doubt if you can concentrate 
the military organizations of Atlanta in 
one building. I don't believe that you can. 


There are several colored companies here, 
and it does not seem possible to get them 


together. Some of the companies own their 


own buildings and they would not want to

Had Got Used to It. 

At that point Mr. Inman said that it was 
all right for the south sider, too, for the 
city hall to be where it is at, but he want- 
ed to ask Mr. Woodson how about the 
north side fellow walking over the rail- 
road to the chamber of commerce building. 
Mr.. Woodson caused a laugh by saying 
that the other fellows had got used to it. 

Alderman Howell asked Mr. Woodson 
how long the city had occupied the cham- 
ber of commerce building, and was told 
since 1584. 

Mr. Howell then wanted to know how 
long the chamber of commerce wanted 
the thing to keep up. Mr. Woodson said 
that the chamber -xpected it until the 
city got able to build a hall of its own. 

Mr. Venable Talks. 

When Mr. Woodson exhausted his ar- 
gumeht he walked out of the railing and 
Mr. W. H. Venable took his place on the 
floor. Mr. Venable explained the advant- 
ages of his offer and he made a gpeech 
which brought to him the congratulations 
of some of those opposed to his proposi- 
tion. 

“I don’t want to see any sentiment. in 
this matter,” said Mr. Venable. “I am 
here to make a business proposition to you. 
I want to tell you what is for the best 
interests of the city. This is not a question 
which should be guided by sentiment, and 
although there are 200 
chamber of conmymerce against us, my 
brother and myself propose to meet their 
proposition. You are to act for what is 
best. You need in this city a building ‘for 
your city hall, one commensurate with the 
dignity of the city. In securing such a build- 
ing you must exercise business judgment. 
I have offered to erect for you a magnif- 
icent structure. It will be one of im- 
posing appearance and one that you will 
not be ashamed to show a visitor as you 
are tris chamber of commerce building.” 

“Let’s Pension the Chi.mber.”’ 

“Mr. Woodson has told you that the 
chamber of commerce will be crippled if 
you move out. If it has come to the point 
where such an. organization is dependent 
on a small rental I say lets pension it. T 
am friendly to the chamber of commerce. 
I have always stood by it and no man 
has been subject to its beck and call more 
than myself and brother. Why, your hon- 
or, when the railroads raised the rate on 
wheat from the west here I started a peti- 
tion which was signed by 110 men to start 
this chamber of commerce. I have siways 
been with it, and [I shall continue to 
stand by it. It is not a question of the 
chamber of commerce and it is not a ques- 
tion of any other organization. The ques- 
tion here is one of business. Have you 
got room enough for your needs? Is this 
building suitable for a city hall? T say not. 

“Now these zentlemen tell you that they 
propose to give you 25.000 equare feet of 
space. That is moi true. 1 have asked 
the city engineer 10 Measure the space 
and he has certified that there are only 
12,573 feet -of space in the building you 
propose to let the city have. You are

for that. I propose to give you all the 
Space you need at 30 cents a foot and 
your building won't begin to compare with 
mine. This building is not modern. Why, 
to say that it is new and conveniently ar- 
ranged is out of the question. If you don’t 
believe it go down stairs where the damp 
air has ruined your books and papers. 1. 
don’t want to say anything against the 
building, but it is not large enough for this 
city. I have here in my hand a petition 
signed by two-thirds of the members of the 
chamber of commerce recommending that 
the council accept my proposition. What 
have you got to. say about that? Here is 
the petition, signed by the solid members 
of your body. 
Stain on the State. 

“I have figured up the cost of this build- 
ing for last year. The figures were given 
me by the ccmptroller down stairs and 
they are accurate. It cost you $19,189.20 to 
live in this building last ‘year. Think of it! 
For less than $2,000 more we will put you 
in a building where you can have four 
times the space and many times the advan- 
tages. When you figure up the taxes 
and other miscellaneous expenses here and 
compare the figures to the proposition we 
offer you will see that you can live as 
cheap in the new building. We do not ex- 
pect to make a cent out of this trade. We 
simply want to blot out a stain on the 
nam: of the state of Georgia. Look over 
yonder on that hill and see the capitol 
built out of foreign stone. Your legislators 
went out of the state to buy that stone 


while they had right here almost in At-. 


laata the best granite in the world. That 
act alone retarded the granite industry 
many years and we are trying to redeem 
the state. 

‘We realize that there must be a build- 
ing erected of our granite, one which will 
demonstrate the worth of the stone and 
shew it off to advantage before we can 
compete with the industry of other states. 
We want to build a monument here. We 
want a building which we can point to as 
an advertisement and if you accept this 
proposition we propose to erect one which 
is not surpassed in elegance in the south. 
We will give you every service, every ac- 
commodation. I said that it would be well 
to pension the chamber of commerce. I! 
Say now that the chamber of commerce 
don’t need to be pensioned. It is composed 
of business men who know how to get it 
out of a difficulty. We can get along with 
it. I will help it and I Know that every 
substantial citizen of Atlanta wil! come to 
its rescue in time of need. | Want you 
councilmen to throw aside that sentiment 
and act on this question on a _ business 
basis. I know you will do it. You cannot 
afford to do otherwise. I have heard a 
good deal about this sixteen to one ratio 
but if our proposition is not more than 
sixteen to one to the chamber of com- 
merce’s I don’t know how to put it. Why, 
gentlemen, right under this building the 
South rivee runs. Look out, you are going 
down! There is a crack in the wal! below 
now.”’ 

Mr. Oglesby Tells a Story. 

Mr. J. G. Oglesby replied to the argu- 
ment of Mr. Venable. He pegan by telling 
a story about a little boy meeting a man 
in the road wHo asked him what hs would 
do if he met a great big devil. The little 
bov said that he would run, but if it was 
a devil anything like his own size he'd tus- 
sle it out with him right there. 

“That’s about how I feel in geiting up 
here to speak,”’ said Mr. Oglesby. “Judge 
Hopkins over there is going to speak for 
Mr. Venavle after I get through and I 
imagine myself in front of a great big 
devil. Like the little boy, I feel like run- 
ning. too.”’ : 

Judge Fopkins arose amid general laugh- 
ter and said that he had not decided to 
speak at all. He took the joke of Mr. 
Oglesby pleasantly. : 

“Mr. Venable has told you that this is a 
business matter,”’ centinued Mr. Oglesby. 
‘“‘He is right; it is a business matter. Ve 
don't want any pension. We don't want any 
support except such as we have had in the 
past. I think you have plenty of room 
here. All of the officers tell me that tney 
are not crowded. I have no complaint to 
make against Mr. Venable’s offer, but 
when we offer you the advantages enumer- 
ated in our proposition I think that the 
city can ill afford to move away trom 


here.”’ 
ee Mr. Howell’s Speech. 


Alderman Howell made a ringing speech 
in favor of the Venable proposition. He 
said that it was one of the fairest offers 
he had ever Nieard of. The city would have 
every advantage, he said. 

‘“T want to say that I think the city has 
done her duty toward the chamber of 
commerce.” said Mr. Howell. “We have 
been-in this building twelve years now 
and have never failed to raise the rent 
when the chamber told us that they needed 
more money to sustain the organization. 

“We have displayed good faith in tne 
matter. The city has done all that could 
be expected cf it. Shall we retard the pro- 
gress of the city simply to accommodate 
the chamber? Venable Bros. have made 
a business offer here and it is one of 
perfect fairness. They propose to give us 
a lease on such room in the building as we 
may need. And after the expiration of the 
lease we can buy the building on easy 
terms at a price approximating the actual 
cost of the structure. 

“Come and Live with Us.” 

“The chember of commerce can take 
care of itself: We can well afford to act 
on this matter from a business standpoint, 
Let the chamber sell its property and come 
and live with us. We will give them a 
home. We will bave plenty of room in 
that new building and I for one am willing 
to pledge myself to vote eternally to main- 
tain the organization for all time. Sell 
this building and pey our debts, gentlemen, 
and live with us. It won’t cost you a cent, 
l am proud of this city and [ say that we 
need a new city hall. I want to see tiie 
city in a structure which will be a credit 
to it. Let us accept the proposition and 
get out.of this dangerous building. Let 
us get in a tireproof’ structure where our 
records will be protected. I favor the \Ven- 
able proposition.”’ 

Mr. Culberson’s Obiection. 

Mr. Culberson gaid that he did not like 
to go into anything blindly. There was one 
thing he did not understand about the 
Venable offer. What would it costrthe city 
to buy the building after the expiration 
of the lease? It was explained to him 
that the offer stipulated that the city could 
purchase the structure at its actual iirst 
cost, a commission appointed by the city 
to audit the cost expenditures, 

Mr. Bell said that he thought the Vena- 
ble offer a good one and from a selfish 
standpoint he favored it. He said that he 
had interests near the Venable building, 
but still he didn’t like the idea of living 
in a magnificent rented home. There was 
no style in that, he said. He would vote 
for the chamber of commerce ofter, believ- 
ing it to be for the best interests of the 


city. : . 
Mr. Day’s Sinking Fund. 

Mr. Day spoke in support of his report. 
He said that the city could establish «a 
sinking fund ani buy a bome of its own 
in afew years. He wantéd the matter set- 
tled independent of influences. 

Mr. Morris spoke for the offer of the 
chamber. He thought the city would save 
epough money in tive years to build a new 
He didn’t like the idea of living 
in a fine watructure where be ‘yould be 
compelled to tell a visiter that it was uot 
the property of the city. Some cne asked 
nim what he would tell them abot the 
chamber of commerce. Mr. Morris replied 
that he would say thac the city was simply 
in the building temporarily. A general 
laugh was had over the remark. 

Alderman Woodward’s Talk. 

Alderman Woodward was the last speak- 
er. He favored the Venable proposition, 
He thought that it was the besc. Let the 
city appoint a commission, if necessary, 
he said, and see that the building was 
constructed properly and then at the expi- 
ration of the lease it could be bought at 
the cost price. He had been watching the 
effort to get a new city hall for: several 
years. He said that five years ago the 
city needed a new hall and that if the 
chamber of commerce offer was accepted 
it would need a new hall five yvears from 
now. He had no fight to make on the 
chamber, but wanted to vote for pe best 
proposition. 

Several calls for a vote were made when 
Mr. Woodward concluded. The question 
was first taken on the substitute motion 
offerod by Mr. Day. The chamber of com- 
merce proposition was defeated by the vote 
stated, the members favering it voting in 
the affirmative the first time and in the 
negative on the motion that the Venable 
offer be accepted. 


Mr. Day Ruled Out, 

When tie result was announced Mr. Day, 
who voted against the Veuable proposition, 
gave notice that at the next meeting of the 
council he would move for a reconsidera- 
tion. Mr. Howell quickly made the point 
that Mr. Day did not have that right 
under the rule, he voting in the negative. 
The point was sustained by Mayor Pro 
Tem. Hirsch and no obstruction to the 
matter Wes made. The meeting immed'ate- 
ly adjourned.

Following is the full text of the Venable 
lan as accepted: 
“Atianta, Ga., March —, 1894.~To th May-

storage room for the commissicher of pub- 
lic works, and for the sanitary department 
and charitable association. Tha building is 
to be fire-proof. 

‘The lease is to run for ten yoars from 
the completion of the —— at an an- 
nual rental of $12,000, payable in eyual 
monthly installments, with the privilege of 
renewal for ten years more g@t the option of 
the city at the same price. 

“The Messrs. Venable Bros. are also to 
furnish steam heat, lights, aad ordinary 
janitor service for the building. 

“The building is to be equipped with 
three first-class elevators and, adequate 
elevator service, such as is usual and or- 
dinary in all first-class office buildings, {is 
to be furnished. 

‘The parts of the building to be occu- 
pied by the city of Atlanta as a council 
chamber, mayor’s office and the other de- 
partments and public offices cre to be fin- 
ished in a style equal to that in the Equita- 
ble building, and the hard wood and metal 
finishings are to be such as is approved by 
the city engineer and the committee of 
the council, which shall have the matter in 
charge. 

‘The Messrs. Venable Bros. also pro- 
pcse, as en inducement to the acceptance 
of this lease, to give the city of Atlanta an 
option to purchase the ground antl building 
in question, after five years, at any time 
during the continuance of this lease, at a 
price which shall only include the actual 
cost of the construction of the building and 
the value of the grounds at the time of the 
making of this lease contract, the value of 
the ground to be ascertained by arbitration 
or appraisement made by seven disinterest- 
ed freeholders, three selected by the city of 
Atlanta, three by Messrs. Venable Bros., 
and one by the six assessors or appraiswe-= 
chosen by the parties; the cost of the build- 
ing itself to be ascertained by a committee 
of the general council and a committee of 
three citizens appointed by the mayor in 
connection with the city engineer, who are 
to have general supervision of the structure 
as it is being built, and know all the de- 
tails of the cost, and agree with the Messrs. 
Venable onthe general arrangement of the 
building plans—all to be agreed upon by 
said committee before work on the build- 
ing is begun. 

“The purchase price of the ground and 
building, in the event the city of Atlanta 
should determine to buy the same, is to be 
paid either in cash or in bonds of bgt ot 
of Atlanta at their market value: or partly 
in cash and partly in such bonds, at the 
option of the city of Atlanta, Messrs. Ven- 
able Bros. to begin immediately the con- 
struction of the building, and to complete 
the same as rapidly as possible. The of- 
fices for the city to be ready for occu- 
pancy by March 1, 1897. 

“Your committee respectfully recommends 
the acceptance of this offer, and that the 
mayor be authorized to execute a contract 
with Messrs. Venable Bros. on the basis of 
said offer.

THAT CIGARETTE TAX. 


COUNCIL CONSIDERS THE REDUC- 
TION OF LICENSE TO $10. 


Lacked One Vote of Adoption—After 
Much Discussion, the Matter 
Went Over. 

A proposition to reduce the license tax 
on the sale of cigarettes was considered by 
the council yesterday afternoon and after 
discussion was laid on the table. The 
question may be taken up again at the 

next meetirge. 

Several weeks ago Mr. Maddox intro- 
duced an ordinance reducing the license 
from $200 to $10 per annum. The ordinance 
was referred to the finance and orili- 
nance committees and reported favorably 
with an amendment that the tax be made 
£25 instead of $10. Yesterday the repor 
of the committees and the ordinances liked 
only one vote of adoption. 

Alderman Dimmock stated that he fa- 
vored the cigarette reduction because it 
would make revenue for the city and put 
all of the merchants on an equai footing. 
[t was unfair, he said, to allow a few 
merchants in the center of the city to 
have a monopoly of the business. He moved 
that the $25 provision of the ordinance be 
stricken out and that $10 be inserted. The 
vote on the amendment resulted 10 to 9. 

Let Them Drink First. 

Alderman Wooiward mede a speech on 
the evils of the cigarette smoking in the 
city. He said that it was a bad habit. 

“IT am not here to represent any busi- 
ness interest,”’ said Mr. Woodward. “7 
am here to represent the fathers and 
mothers of Atlanta. I want to crush out 
the cigarette nuisance. I want to prevent 
the sale of cigarettes, if possible. I see 
boys walking these streets who are mere 
shadows. Some of them are f{mbeciles from 
the excessive use of cigarettes. 1 admit 
that I chew topacco, but I don't want 
the bovs to smoke cigarettes. [ would 
rather see them take a drink of whisky 
than to smoke a cigarette. The worst thing 
ever done in this state was the action in 
allowing the’ confederate veterans to peddle 
cigarettes. They ought not to be allowed 
to sell the things.’’ 

The Sale Increased. 


Mr. Dimmock said that he had inves®& 


gated the cigarette question when he was: 


a member of the council a year or two 
ago. He believed that the high license had 
actually increased the sale of cigarettes. 
The wholesale merchants of the city had 
told him so. High license did not keep the 
boys from smoking, he said. He would 
vote to make the law »srohibitive, but 
would never vote to make a burden of the 
merchants of the city—the men whe pay 
the taxes and support the city. 

Mr. Maddox said that he represented 
about 660 merchants in asking for the re- 
duced license fee <A $1" fee would bring 
_in more revenue than a licensft of $200, he 
said. The legislature had hail the state 
chemist to make an analysis cf the cigar- 
ette and it was found that there was 
nothing impure in them. He wanted the 
merchants treated ffairly and not give a 
few a monopoly of the business. 

Ordinance Not Enforced. 

Mr. Woodward said that ht was chair- 
man of a committee which cused the li- 
cense to be raised to $20 and that ne 
did not want to see it reduce:) »t this late 
day. He spoke of the ordinances which are 
not enforced. " 

Mr. Howell asked Mr. Wocdytard whose 
fault it was that the ordinancels were not 
enforeed and was told that hi! supposed 
that it was credited to the police depart- 
ment. MWe said that every ordindnce should 
be enforced strictly. 

Mr. Thompson settled the gqiestion for 
the time being by meving thst the ordi- 
nance lie on the tale. The cidinance is 
as follows: : 

The Cigarette Ordinahce. 

“Re it ordained by the mayor And general 
council, That section Wl 
passed since the code of 18%], Be amended 
by striking out the following: “That tiie 
extreme limit of two hundred ($200) dcl- 
lars, be charged as a :icense t\ sell cigar-

NOW IN THE STATE. 


GATE CITY GUARD WERE ADMIT- 
TED TO SERVICE LAST NIGHT. 


Took the Oath of Service—Lieutenant 
Brown Put the Company Under 
Rigid Inspection. 


Handsomely uniformed in blue fatigue 
suits twenty-nine men gathered in the great 
hall of the armory of the Gate City Guard 
last night and took the solemn oath of alle- 
giance to the state. 

It was the last chapter in the memorable 
fight between the state and the Gate City 
Guard. When the oath had n taken by 


all, Lieuterant Oscar J. Brown, who con- 
ducted the inspection, pronounced them 
members of the Georgia troop. In a few 
days guns will be issued and an election 
of officers called. The new company, for 
the Guard is now starting out under new 
conditions, stood a splendid inspection and 
were highly complimented by the com- 
manding officer. Just what regiment will 
take hold of the company is not known. 

The inspection last night had its unique 
aspect. It was supposed that the company 
had just been formed. The Guard was 
placed in the condition of a company which 
had been recently formed. They were to 
be. considered raw recruits just ready for 
service, Their past record of glorious tri- 
umphs was not to be taken into considera- 
tion, nor the fact thet they have occupied 
the most prominent place among the mil- 
itary companies of the state. This was not 
to be taken into account by the inspecting 
officer. To him they were new material 
for state service and nothing more. 

Captain Hollis gave the command to fail 
in about 9 o'clock. Quite a crowd had 
gathered to watch the inspection. Many of 
the members of the old Guard came to 
watch what was an unusual sight in the 
armory. The members of the company 
wore varied uliforms. Some were already 
dressed in the regulation garb of the state, 
while others wore the old uniform of the 
company. 

Lieutenant Brown was also bedecked in a 
neat uniform and the members of the com- 
pany looked upon him: with awe. He or- 
dered Captain Ellis to put the men through 
the setting up exercises. None of the men 
carried arms. Intervals were quickly made 
and the men put to work upon the exer- 
cises. All were thoronghly familiar with 
this part of the work and executed the 
movement in the most soldierly manner. 
Ranks were closed, the men were marched 
in a column of fours and some of the sim- 
pler commands were executed. 

These were all the movertents necessary 
to complete the inspection. <As to the in- 
dividual inspection, it was one of the best 
ever put up by the Guard and the men were 
all neatly made up in dress. By special re- 
quest they were allowed to give an exhibi- 
tion drill in the manual; this, too, was well 
donc and complimented by those who wit- 
nesse< it. 

At the conclusion of the drill the men 
were called to take the oath of elistment. 
Their names were then enrolled upon’ the 
papers and they were pronounced members 
of the state militia. It is a question as to 
what regiment the Guard wit }é assigned: 
This will rest with the governor, who will 
probably put them in the fifth. Some’ of 
the officers, however, are in favor of letting 
the company be detached altogether from 
regimental service.

New York, April 7.—Tobacco loomed 
Into prominence again today, the dealings 
in the stock footing up 55,700 shares in a 
grand total of 163,879 shares. At the open- 
ing the shares ruled firm at S8754@88\, but 
as the day wore along there were Hberal 
offerings of long stock on reports of the 
serious illness of one of the southern di- 
rectors of the company. Anoiher story was 
to the effect that an injunction had or 
would be applied for to restrain the distri- 
bution of the scrip dividend recently de- 
clared. The weakness of this specialty had 
no influence on the general run of active 
stocks which scored net gains on the day. 
In the early trading speculation was strong 
much to the surprise of the professional 
traders, who were free sellers of the mar- 
ket vesterday on the passing of the Cuban 
rseolutions by the house. The impression 
was that the action of the house would 
have an unfavorable influence abroad, but 
as a matter of fact London paid little atten- 
tion to the matter, and early cables show- 
ed that American securities in London 
were on a parity with our closing figures 
of Monday. Local shorts then started in

Glancing at 
the other side of the situation we find that 
the exports within a week or ten days have 
been quite liberal; that the receipts are 
moderate; that the estimates for New Or- 
leans are extremely small; that the stocks 
in this country are light and the visible 
supply decreased during March to a much 
<reater extent than in the same month in 
the previous three years. We find that the 
shorts are timid rather than aggressive; 
that a big acreage and a big crop are yet 
to be planted and gathered. The crop is 
still in the bush. Today Fatman & 
Schwartz and some other commission 
houses were buying. Local shorts covered. 
Weld & Co. sold. The speculation was 
light in the absence of Liverpool advices, 
and the early advance here was lost before 
the close.

The Dry Goods Market. 

New York, April 7.—The Journal of Com- 
merce and Commercial Bulletin, in’ this 
week's review of the dry goods ‘market, 
Says the weather is in the forefront of in- 
fluences affecting the dry goods market, 
and as it has, with the exception of a de- 
lusive day or two, been of an unseasonably 
winter character, its effect has proved ce- 
cidedly unfavorable. The local retail busi- 
ness is generally reported quite backward, 
and there is nothing in the various reports 
coming to hand to show that materially 
better conditiqns exist elsewhere, With re- 
tail business In this state it is not sur- 
prising to tind the jobbing trade quiet and 
the primary market dull, nor to find expec- 
tations of a near revival of business grow- 
ing weaker. There has been but a moderate 
attendance of buyers in the market during 
the past. week, and in all departments spot 
business has been slow, ‘nor have orders 
from salesmen on the road or customers 
direct shown any gain on the previous week 
to compensate for this.

New York, April 7.—(Special.)—Our mar- 
ket, though quiet, shows a continuance of 
the undertone of strength on the small 
business to which we have recently called 
attention. The demand today has come en- 
tirely from a local source, but has absorb- 
ed all the offerings of cotton which appear 
to have been supplied by the larger houses, 
as the orders have been executed on an 
upward scale. The weather throughout the 
cotton belt appears to he more favora- 
ble, but no attention is paid to any of the 
factors influencing the market, so long as 
there is little or no change in the condi- 
tion of trade or in the demand for cotton 
goods.

CASE TO BE HEARD SATURDAY 


City Property Owns by the Brown 
Estate on Decatur Street Was 
Levied Upon,

Sheriff Barnes was enjoined yesterday 
from selling the property on Decatur street 
which had been levied upon to satisfy two 
fi. fas. issued by Comptroller Wright for 
convict hire due the state for a portion of 
the years 1894 and 1895, by the Dade eoal 
mine. 

The injunction was granted by Judge 
Lumpkin upon an application filed through 
Attorneys Bishop, Andrews & Hill, repre- 
senting Mrs. Elizabeth Brown, as execu- 
trix and Julius L. Brown and Joseph M. 
Brown, executors of the estate of the late 
Senator Joseph EK. Brown. 

The property advertised was to have 
been sold yesterday at public outcry before 
the courthouse door, but the restraining 
order was granted in time to save the prop- 
erty from the hammer of the sheriff. The 
city property which was advertised is lo- 
cated on Decatur street, just below Pryor 
street, and is said to be worth several times 
the amount of the two fi. fas. 3 

The petition disclosed the facts that the 
execution was made from the office of the 
state comptroller on January 13th, and sev- 
eral weeks later Deputy Sheriff Austin, of 
the sheriff's office, levied the fi. fas. upon 
the Decatur street property, as a part of 
the estate of the late Joseph E. Brown, 
which was in the hands of the executor 
and executrix. At the time this levy was 
made it is claimed that the deputy sheriff 
Was pointed out other property in Dade 
county, which was good for the amount of 
the fi. fas.; but it is charged that this prop- 
erty was refused by the sheriff and the 
levy on the Decatur street property Wwas 
enforced, 

The property was then advertised for sale 
in the regular sale of the sheriff, and would 
have been sold yesterday had it not been 
that an injunction was granted by Judge 
Lumpkin in time to restrain the sheriff. 

The fi. fas. were issued against the Dade 
coal mine, which is known as penitentiary 
camp No. 1, and against the executors and 
executrix of the estate of ex-Senator 
Brown, as securities. The amounts of the 
fi. fas. are $2,375.50 and $3,172.79, and it is 
charged thatthe Decatur street property is 
worth at least $20,000 or more. 


A Charge of Illlegality. 

In the petition praying for injunction it 
is charged that the fi. fas. were not prop- 
erly issued and were proceeding wrongfully 
against the Decatur street property, as Jo- 
seph E. Brown was dead and had been dead 
several months prior to the date of the ex- 
ecution, 

The attorneys for the plaintiffs alleged 
that the defendants named in the fi. fas. 
were not the ones who held the property, 
but were issued against a dead man. It 
was also shown-that the signers of tne 
bond, John T. Grant and W. C. Morriil. 
had died several years ago, but notwitli- 
standing their death the fi. fas. has been 
issued against them and not against their 
heirs or legal representatives at law. 

It was further implied in the petition that 
the plaintiffs could not transfer the fi. fas. 
or pay the amount of them, as they would 
be unable to collect them or compel the es- 
tates to pay the amounts. 

The Case To Be Heard Saturday. 

The petition for injunction was present- 
ed Judge Lumpkin and he set the case 
for a final hearing on next Saturday. 

In the meantime’the sheriff and comptrol- 
ler general have been restrained from sell- 
ing the property and carrying out the fi. 
fas. as advertised.

Many Well eheen Men Will Meet 
Here To Talk Over the Display 
' of the State.

The Georgia convention held for the pur- 
pose of getting ready the state display 
which will be made at the Cotton exposi- 
ticn in Chicago this fall, will assemble at 
the chamber of commerce tomorrow at noon 
in ‘pursuance of the call recently isstied by 
the governor. 

This convention promises to be of the 
most representative men gathered together 
since the close of the Cotton States and 
International exposilion. The mayors of all 
the cities in the state, the chiet officers in 
all large organizations, commervial and 
otherwise, will assemble. ln addition to 
this from all of the towns in the state dele- 
gates have been selected by the city coun- 
cliis and.these will congregate In the en- 
thusiastic effort to have the state well rep- 


resented at Chicago. 

Several southern states have nisbias act- 
ed in the matter. Mississippi, Alabaina and 
Louisiana all have held state meetings and 
have arranged to collect splendid displays. 
It is the desire of Governor Atkinson, as 
well as all other ofjicials of the state, to 
have Georgia, which is now considered the 
Exposition State, send on a display which 
will excel in varictv and in every other 
way anything exhibited at. the proposed 
exposition, 

The movement to hold this exposition in 
Chicago originated in this state. The idea 
came to Hon. Patrick Walsh, of Augusta, to 
establish closer commercial relations with 
the west and to advertise the resources 
Qf the south in that country. The idea 
Was presented to some of the best known 
men in thé Windy City, and it met with 
prompt encouragement. The commercial 
organizations of that city called a special 
mecting and delegates from all the south- 
ern states went on. The convention there 
for the purpese of perfecting preliminary 
errangements Was most successful. Perma- 
nent officers of the company Were chosen. 
Delegates were appointed in each state ot 
the south. In addition to this the city 
agreed to put up an immense exposition 
building containing at least 1,000,000 square 
feet floor space. ‘This space will be offer- 
ei free to exhibitors and there will be 
practically no cost, save that ol transpor- 
tation. The inducement made to the sith 
is most flattering. The exposition will open 
on August Ist, and wili continue for three 
months. During that time the roads cen- 
tering in Chicago have agreed to give the 
most liberal rates and from all cities of the 
west thousands will pour in to look upon 
the displays from the southern states. Work 
has already been begun at the Chicago 
end, and the men who have the work in 
charge there are losing no time in preparing 
for the great occasion. 

Georgia haS been rather slow to act. It 
Was a question as to how the exhibit shouid 
be collected. ne matter was placed in the 
hands of the g@verner, who, after due con- 
skleration, decided to issue the call. This 
was done several days ago. In this call 
Governor Atkinson said: 

“This will give every southern staie an 
opportunity to advertise its resources to 
the world, and more especially to the great 
west. Georgia cannot afford not to be rep- 
resented there. She is the Empire State 
of the south, and her resources are unlim- 
ited in every material wealth. it should be 
the purpose of every Georgian who is inter- 
ested in the development of the state to 
lay before the great west and northwest 
the prolific products and unrivaled re- 
sources of Georgia. No “oduntry can show 
such a wealth of raw material and climatic 
advantages, and there never was a more 
favorable opportunity than the present to 
advertise these advantages and turn the 
tide of immigration in cur direction” 

Colonel Nesbitt To Preside. 

Commissioner of Agriculture Nesbitt will 
call the convention to order tomvurrow. 
lion. Patrick Walsh will deliver an address 
explaining the object of the convention and 
calling: upon Georgia to act at once. 

It is probable that the state exhibit which 
Was on display at the recent exposition ijn 
this city will be carried on to Chicago and 
the advisability of sending {!t on will come 
up- before the convention tomorrow morn- 
ing 
At a session of the state geological board 
some weeks ago it was “decided that il 
would net be wise to send this exhibit on. 
The matter has been reconsidered, how- 
ever, and those who formerly opposed it 
say that it would be the best means of ad- 
vertising the state. This exhibit received 
the gold medal over the most striking 
displays at the fair. It is a creditable dis- 
play of the different resources of that state. 
It is probable that this exhibit will be 
sent on. The convention tomorrow wil 
be the largest assembled in this city itor 
Some time.

SUIT FOR $50,000 DAMAGES 


Brought Against 110 Citizens of 
Church County. 

Brunswick, Ga., April 6.—(@Special.)—A 
damage suit for $50,000 brought by Horace 
Cox, of Clinch county, against J. B. Strick- 
land, one hundred and ten citizens of Clinch 
county and The Valdosta Times Publishing 
Company, for alleged libel committed June 
19, 1894, to be tried at Clinch county court 
this term, is set for a hearing on April 138th. 
By reason of the prominence and number 
of the persons involved, the peculiar nature 
of the libel charged, being committed, the 
hability of a newspaper for publishing a 
damaging card under the head of “‘adver- 
tisement,’’ and other minor acts connected 
therewith, the case is attracting unusual 
interest and will attract the attention of 
hundreds of relatives and friends of the 
defendants as well as publishers and the 
public generally, 

In brief the petitioner, Horace Cox,

B. Sirmans, who assembled in 
Clinch county on June 19, 1894, to take ac- 
tion in regard to an incendiary fire which 
destroyed the ginhouse of Citizen Strick- 
land. 

They stated, in substance, that the ob- 
ject of the meeting was to eradicate an evil 
existing in the community, said ev'l being 
the first clandestine burning of property 
that had occurred in the community: that 
the citizens felt thoroughly outraged and 
were firmly of the opinion that Horace 
Cox was either directly or indirectly con- 
nected with the fire, because Cox had been 
accused of numerous cases of like nature 
in Berrien county, from where he came, 
and because ef strong circumstantial evi- 
dence in the Clinch county case. The sign- 
ers pledged themselves to abstain from vio- 
lence in the Cox case, and stated that they 
were acting free from malice or prejudice, 
but with a view to protecting the property 
of themselves and neighbors -they asked 
that Cox’s employer remove him from his 
premises, as he was obnoxious and detri- 
mental to them in the highest degree, also 
that they would hold their patronage from 
him until Cox was removed. A clause was 
also added to furnish Cox with a copy vf 
the resolutions. 

After these resolutions were passed and 
published Cox did not leave the county but 
instead employed counsel and entered suit 
against the signers and participants for 
$.000 damages. He alleges in this suit that 
the mass meeting was at the instigation 
of Strickland, a business rival, who lives 
in Berrien county near him, and that 
Strickland aijJed and abetted in passing the 
resolutions from business and personal 
enmity, but did not sign them, allegins non- 
residence in Clinch county as his reasons, 
thus expecting to escape any possib!e dam- 
age suit, but that he was really the prime 
mover in it all and was acting through mal- 
ice in his efforts to hold Cox up to public 
hatred, contempt and ridicule. 

Cox admits the ‘‘freedom of the press” but 
denies the right of any publisher or pri- 
vate person to insert or allow to be insert- 
ed in papers, statements which are libelous, 
even though they be under the head of ‘‘ad- 
vertisement."’ Cox's petition concindes with 
a complete denial of the charges against 
him and also asks for a judgment in the 
sum named 

In answer to this the defendauts plead 
complete justification and the case is liable 
to draw a big crowd to the trial. Cox’s at- 
tornevs are Meyers & Hitch, 9f Waycross, 
while the defendants are represented by 
Attorneys Denmark. of Valdosta, and 
Brantley, of Brunswick. 

Judge Sweat being disqualified from pre- 
siding by reason of relation to some of the 
defendants, a visiting judge will preside.

ONE DIES - FROM INJURIES 


Had Just Said He Did Not Give a D—n 
if the Earth Did Fall In—Other 
Folice News. 


Yesterday while Tom Graham and Will 
Elder and Fillmore Davenpért, three labor- 
ers, were excavating on the Ormond prop- 
erty opposite the Hebrew orphan asylum,
